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Development revenue up slightly this year

Permit values were up 
slightly in the Town of 
Didsbury in the first six 
months of this year com¬ 
pared to the same time 
period in 2013. 

The total value of con¬ 
struction as of June 30 
was $13,944,900 compared 
to $3,774,650 for the same 
time period in 2013. There 
were 46 permits taken out 
for new construction as 
of June 30, compared to 
•% 


42 for the first six months 
of last year. Values for 
residential construction 
were down $656,750 due 
to eight less permits taken 
out for residential con¬ 
struction through to the 
end of June than the 28 
taken out through the first 
six months of 2013. 

Permit values for garag¬ 
es, additions to homes, 
signs and decks, among 
other smaller projects 
were up this year by 
$157,400 over the same 
time period in 2013 to 


$186,900. The value of 
commercial and indus¬ 
trial activity up to the end 
of June nearly doubled 
from last year’s $786,400 
to $1,456,000. 

“We are ahead of last 
year by a fair amount,” 
said Roy Brown, the 
town’s chief administra¬ 
tive officer. “We continue 
to be very pleased with 
the growth.” 

Brown said administra¬ 
tors an* concerned, how¬ 
ever, the current supply 
of residential lots is dwin¬ 


dling. He said he is cur¬ 
rently in discussion with 
several developers to help 
ease the shortage. 

Brown said this year 
is shaping up to be an 
average one, with no 
huge projects such as 
Bethany Care, which 
caused a spike in con¬ 
struction values in 2012 
to $21,342,790. Brown 
said he expects to see 
several commercial and 
industrial projects mov¬ 
ing forward in the second 
half of the year to bolster 


growth. 

“We haven’t had any 
mtyor projects this year, 
as opposed to, for exam¬ 
ple, in 2012 when we had 
Bethany Care, but at the 
same time, we’re very 
excited altout the last half 
of the year, which tends 
to be our busiest half,” 
he said. 

In terms of the tax base, 
Brown said the town is 
moving toward a more 
healthy mix of residen¬ 
ts versus non-residential 
property, away front the 


low point of 90 per cent 
residential. 

“We are definitely mov¬ 
ing in the right direction 
and we’ve had some very, 
very significant gains,” he 
said, noting that when 
Bruce Steel comes on 
stream, that development 
alone will add one per 
cent to the non-residential 
tax base. 

“It’s a very slow pro¬ 
cess, but it’s a process 
that we’re going to con¬ 
tinue to hammer away at," 
he said.

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Minimum wage hike to likely boost other wages

An increase to the 
minimum wage in 
September is likely to 
boost other wages that 
are slightly above the 
minimum in Didsbury 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment announced in the 
spring that the general 
minimum wage will go 
up 25 cents to $10.20 
per hour effective Sept. 
1. For liquor servers, the 
rate will increase to $9.20 
from $9.05 per hour. 

The increase should 
be good news for local 
residents looking to get 
into the workforce with¬ 
out having to travel to 
Olds or other communi¬ 
ties to look for work, 
said Dennis Ranks, 
vice-president of the 
Didsbury and District 


Chamber of Commerce. 

“It’s got to help peo¬ 
ple from going to Olds 
or Carstairs for jobs 
because there’s jobs 
in this town. You can 
go into Olds and work 
there for $1 more or 50 
cents more, so it makes 
it tough to compete,” 
he said. 

Greg Poirer, manager 
at AG Foods, said the 
new minimum wage 
will probably have an 
impact, but not in the 
way many people might 
think. 

He said the store 
already pays $10.65 per 
hour for starting employ¬ 
ees, but he said the com¬ 
pany will probably hike 
that rate by the 25-cent 
provincial increase to 
$10.90 per hour for start¬ 
ing employees. 

He said the company, 


Buy-Low Foods, has 
stores across Alberta 
and B.C. and has hiked 
the minimum it pays 
workers in the past 
when the general mini¬ 
mum wage has gone up 
to keep workers ahead 
of the minimum. 

The company keeps 
ahead of the minimum 
wage because many 
other entry-level jobs at 
the larger chain opera¬ 
tions also pay above 
the minimum wage, 
so AG Foods does 
the same in order to 
attract workers. He 
also said because the 
company has stores in 
many geographic loca¬ 
tions, a minimum wage 
wouldn't attract work¬ 
ers in northern Alberta, 
for example, where the 
cost of living is higher. 

“If the minimum wage 


goes up, our head office 
will probably move our 
minimum up by the 
(same amount). When 
the minimum goes up, 
we move ours up so 
that we stay ahead of 
it,” he said.
